The sbed in which we slept being full of 
Government supplies, grain, hard tack, 
dour, &c,, was a regular rendevous for rate 
and squirrels; the latter of which are so 
numerous as to bea perfect curse, We 
lessened their number that night by ‘eight,’ 
striking atthem with sticks or anything 
we could lay Ourhands upon in the dark. 


Leaving the Aska-don-ga, we started 
once more for the Shebandowan Lake, and 
reached itabout4 p.m., onthe 15th. At 
the Lake I awaited for several days the 
arrival of Messrs. McVicar and McDonald 
with our goods, of which we have very 
heavy cargos for their canoes, After the 
arrival of the goods, which consist of tea, 
rum, tobacco, brandy, canned, and presery - 
ed meats,fruits, &c,, with clothing, knives, 
and smaller traps for the Indians. We 
were delayed some four days by heavy 
storms, and head winds upon the Lake, so 
that we did not leave until the afternoon 
of the 21st. Perhaps Col, Brown, or Major 
Bowell can give you a copy of (I think) the 
last Blue Book,containing maps of the Nor'’- 
West Territory with the canoe route as 
surveyed by Dawson and party in 1858. 
This will enable youto trace exactly the 
route travelled by us, andalso to gaina 
better idea ofthe dimensions of some of 
the lakes and rivers that we have travers- 
edin order to reach this point, Fort 
Francis, Judging from my own ideas 
regarding thesize and extent of these 
Inkes prior to haying crossed them, you 
Will scarce credit it when I say that one 
might justas wellbe in the middle of 
Lake Ontario ina canoe during a storm, 
4s to be simularly situated on some of the 
larger lakés'in this country. Rainy Lake, 
for instance, is at least 60 miles wide,and the 
Indians maintain over sixty milesin length. 
My own experience ot it is that when out 
in the centro, we could discern nothing in 
the shape of landinunoy direction, All 
Was water around usas far as the eye 
could reach.

Jo the Rev, Mr, follet:—A great light 
shone before our eyes,and the darkness 
which you made around us has been dissi- 
pated by the Great Master of Lite, 


During one hundred and filty years you 
kept our ancestors, as you have kept us, in 
ignorance of the Gospel. 


Heavenly Father, and thus you purposed to 
take from us the heritage of heaven, as you 
have taken away our earthly inheritance, 
But tho Father of Life had pity on the poor

the private documents of the Emperor, 
which were recently seized at the Tuiller 
jes by the officers of the new Government, 
haye been made public inthe columns of 
the official journal of the Republic, Many 
noted persons under the old regime are im- 
plicated in scandals, The Provisional 
Government of Paris haye already dismissed 
M. de Vienne, President of the Court de 
Cessayion, he having been shown to be 
mixed up ia the scandalous transactions ot 
the ex-Emperor and Marguerite Bellanger. 
The Jecker correspondence in relation to 
Mexico was unearthed, implicating Qount 
de Morny and others high in the Emperor's 
confidence. Besides thia there were found 
letters from Persigny to Napoleon, proving 
tha existence of a black tribunal, and ano- 
ther fromthe Queen of Holland, written 
directly atter the battle of Sadowa,warning 
the Emperor against tho yory events now 
occurring. Altogether the disclosures thus 
made in regard to Napoleon's private life 
have substantiated all the charges that tho 
opposition ever made, and it is thought the 
next lot, soon to be published, will be still 
wore scandalous, 

Touns, Sept. 80,—A report is reiterated 
that Geu, Beauregard is in the French 
service, Itis stated he first accepted a 
colonel’s commission, but has since been 
appointed a general, and is at present 
organizing troops in the south of France.

Naw Youk, Uct. 1,—The New York ‘Worlds’ 
spectal at Boulogne, telegraphs that exciting 
news bas been received from Rouen, of the 
crowning defeat of the German forces on tho 
south and west of Paris, by the army of Gens, 
Ducrot and Mandent, on the 27th. The French 
forces were heaylly rolnforced on Monday by 
Gen. Trochu, and adyanced upon the German 
positions at Montreull and Versailles, early 
Tuesday morning. The battle began at Virofroy 
and Vellsy, the Germans contestlog the French 
advance with desperate energy, until they were 
assailed by fresh columns advancing from 
beneath the guns of Mount Valeriln, at St. 
Clond, through the Bola de Fausses, Reres and 
Vanceresson, where a number of regiments of 
Baden troops mutinied on tho battle fleld, and 
refused to go under fire. Nearly one hundred 
of these troops were shot by order of the Ger- 
man commander, but the rest still held back 
and many of them throwing down thelr arms 
dispersed through the forosts, The Crown 
Prince was Snally compelled to order a retreat 
upon Bongival, abandoning Versailles to the 
yictorious French.

Recipes tor Coloring, 


SCARLET (VERY SUPERIOR.) 


Throe ounces of cochineal, three ounces of 
croam of tartar, and four ounoes of solution of 
tin; powder tho cochineal and rub through « 
bag into blood warm water sufficient to cover 
the yarn, whon it is a little warm put in 
the cream of tartar andrimmor, then add the 
solution of tin ur yarn must be wet with 
clean water—steop in the dye till the yarn is 
properly dyed. Dry your yarn before you wash 
it, This will color three pounds. 

WINE COLOR, 

6 pound of woo!, half 4 pound of red pow- 
don ony ounce of madder compound. Soak the 
powdered wood in warm water all night, mix 
the madder compound with about half a pint of 
wator (in a glass) and add it to the rest; rinse 
the wool in warm water and put it into the dye, 
boil about half an hour, take out the wool and 
rinso in cold water. A color almost as fino 
bo had by using quarter of a pound of alum, 
and boiling in the samo way. 


BLUE. 


A splendid blue may bo produced in an hour 
by the following process: For each pound of 
wool or cloth take two and a half ounces of alam 
and one ounce anda half ofcream of tartar. Boil 
these togethor ina brass or copper kettle for 
about an hour; now take suffolent warm water 
to cover the cloth or wool, and color it to the 
shade you wish with the liquid blue; put the 
whole into the copper pot and boll it m short 
timo, taking care to keop itstirred; remove the

at this moment, she is still “confident of 
to-morrows,"” She ladulges largely in that 
medicine, reserved alone for the unhappy— 


corruption, have united all dissidents, It 
1s rumored that Thiers is authorized to offer 
a pecuniary indemnity—the dismantlement 
of the fortresses of Strasbourg and Meta, 
and the cession of half the fleet, on condi- 
tion that Prussia will relinquish Alsace and 
Lorraine. The country is prepared to treat 
on any rational basis that will not affect its 
prestige and honor, The surrender of a 
single ship would be viewed by the nation 
asa slur on its honor equal in principle to 
the permanent occupation of Alsace and 
Lorraine. The sailors would never hand 
over the fleet, they would sink or blow it 
up first, Should thealleged offer of Thiers 
be considered, a counter revolution may be 
anticipated, and men of extreme views and 
wild ends will be pushed to the front, and 
the present moderate upright and patriotic 
committee of national defence swept away. 
This prospect ot civil war enters largely 
into the strategetic plans of mathematician 
Moltke. If it should unhappily arise, it 
will prove his right arm in the subjugation 
of the Gauls. The sins of the Second Em- 
pire are scarlet—to visit them on a people 
deceived and betrayed, fooled to its bent 
by those who luxuriated in the grand 
treason, may be rigid justice, but it lacks 
that quality of mercy which becomes the 
throned monarch better than his crown, 
‘The reverses that have supplied France, 
have not paralyzed her.

Recipes for Coloring, 


“TO COLOR CRIMSON. 


Uso one pound Lao Dyo, together with two 
ounces of compound,to every two pounds of cloth 
or yarn, Soak the Lac Dyo over nightin » brass 
Sh ARAL he tou honuliuly varaye snug 
a scalding hoat; then vary the timo as you wish 
the color; if dark let it remain some hours, if 
not, one hour; then rinse in soft spring water, 
without soap. 


GREEN FOR COTTON. 


One pound of fustic, two ounces of logwood, 
and one ounce of blue vitrol, will color four or 
five pounds of goods. Boil the lodwood and 
fustio until the strength is out, then add the 
vitriol, mix well, and putin the goods, stir ten 
or fiftebn minutes, then wring them out and 
scour in strong soapsuda, 

BLAOK. 


ON Woot, Sitx on Correx.—For every pound 
of cloth it will xequize one ounce of extract of 
logwood, and half an ounco of blue vitriol. Pre- 
pare an iron kettle with a suffcieat quantity of 
wator to admit the yarn orcloth tobe worked 
in the dye, without being crowded; bring the 
water to a soalding boat, then put in the yarn or 
cloth s fow minutes ; when it is thoroughly wet 
take it out and drain it; in the next place add 
the blue vitriol, and when dissolved, id the 
water skimmed carefully, put in the material to 
be colored, and let it remain balfan hour at a 
scalding beat, siring it occasionally; thon take 
itout and rinso it in soft water; the vitriol wa- 
tor may be emptied into a separate vessel, and 
the extract of jogwood dissolved in o sufficlent 
quantity, brought to a scalding heat, and skim- 
med; putin the cloth, keoping the dye at the 
#ame temperature, and let it remain half an 
hour, airing it frequently, then take it out 
and drain it; add the vitriol water to tho dyo, 
and put it in again, let it remain fifteen min- 
utes, airing as before, Oloanse it well. 


TO DYE BROWN. 


For each pound of wool take a quarter pound 
of alum ond two ounces of cream of tarter, and 
boil for halfan hour, ‘Take balf a pound of 
rod powder, 6 quarter pound of fustio, and two 
ounces of logwood chips} soak those a night in 
sufficient warm water t0 Cover the wool; take 
tho wool out of the alam water and boil with 
the woods for about halfan hour, Ifs dark 
brown is wanted, add abouta tablespoonful of 
copperas. 


MADDER RED, 


Take one pound of maddor for every two pounds 
of yarn, or cloth; soak the maddor ip » brass or 
copper kettle one night in warm water, enough 
to vover the yarn you with to color; next morn= 
ing put in two ounces of madder compound for 
every pound of madder which you have soaked, 
thon wet your yaro or cloth in’ clean water, 
and wring it out in clean water; afterwards pat 
in the dye; now place the kettle over the fire 
and bring {t slowly to a soalding heat, which will 
tnke it about half an hour; keep t 
halfan hour if light red is 
longer if a dark one, the color depending upon 
the timo it remains in the dye. When the color 
iy mado rinse the cloth immediately in eold 
wator, and it will then be dnishod, 
TO DYB YELLOW. 
One pound of wool or sloth, three-quarters of 
a pound of fustic, quarter pound of slum—put 
all Into an oarthon Yossol and pour on sufticlent 
hot water to cover the wool and keep St warm 
all night; give it half an hour's boll ina brass 
kettle and then rinse inecold water, A much 
doopor aad richer yellow may be wade by using 
turmorlo powder instead of fustic, and proceed 
ing the samo mannor.

membered that the river rans through the 
heart of the city, thatit forms the basin 
where all the shipping of this large port 
lies, The traffic across these bridges of 
course is immense, but no one could realise 
its extent unless he sawit, After business 
has fairly opened there isa perpetual 
stream of people and carriages pouring 
overthe bridges, and more than once I 
stopped my friend and asked where these 
people were coming from, and going to. 
It seemed ns if some steamboat gr railway 
train bad just been emptied of their pas- 
sengers, and the bridge was the depot or 
the dock, AsTI sit at the office window of 
Mr. Hayden, near the corner of Lake 
and Olarke street, I can count sixty 
wagons on this sido of the river, 
two or three hundred persons on foot, 
besides a funeral procession, waiting for 
the bridge to be closed. It is the same on 
the opposite side. On the streets which 
run parallel with the river there 1s equal 
difficulty. These streets are the busiest 
thoroughfares of the city, and a blockade 
ut the bridge causes a blockade there, and 
sometimes not less than five buadred per~ 
sons, besides a hundred or more wagons 
laden with produce and merchandise, are 
kept waiting tive minutes or more. These 
interruptions to land traffic are liable every 
moment and often occur a dozen times an 
hour at a dozen different points in the city 
Tc will be seen at once that the waste of 
time is enormous,and as “time is money” it 
was determined to do something to save 
it, A scheme of tunnelling underneath the 
river was proposed, and as it vasthe only 
means to adopt to remedy the difficulty 
except to fill up the river, it was imme- 
diately taken hold of by the authorities and 
carried into successfal completion. One 
tunnel haying a foot path and two carriage 
passages, has been for some time in opera- 
tion, another ia nearly floished, and others 
are projected. It was a big undertaking,

The growth of Chicago is wonderful,and 
though it is almost incredible to believe, 
the census just completed shows that tho 
population has more than doubled within 
the last ten years, having increased since 
1860 not Jess than 189,985. To a stranger, 
and one not much acquainted with the 
local geography of the country, it is diffi- 
cult to conceive what has produced such 
rapid growth and extraordinary develop 
ment.

It is centrally situated, has ex 
cellent water communication with the prin 
cipal ports of the United States and Can- 
ada, and is in the heart of « good Agricul- 
tural country. It can essily afford to give 
$100,000, or $200,000 tor that matter, to 
build the Grand Junction Railway, and 
could also afford to give u like amount to 
tap the Kingston and Madoc Railway, or 
build a road into the interior of the coun- 
try.It can afford to give handsome subsidies 
to small market steamers to coast along the 
Bay sbores and concentrate the trade in 
Belleville, 

The enhanced value of propeity, the 
increase of taxable income, the growth of 
manovfactories, tho additional population 
which would inevitably follow a liberal 
outlay on such enterprises, would more than 
compensate for the expenditure Tequired, 
Toronto has experienced the advantage of 
Railway commpnication with the interior, 
and of opening up arteries of commerce 
with the West, and is seeking new ayenues 
to bring the trade to its port.

It is reported, however, that a 
very large breadth was sown in the vicinity 
of Kingston this season.” 


“ Farmers in the vicinity of Kingston appear 
to have suddeuly realized the fact that fodder 
will, without doubt, be both scarce and dear 
during the ensuing winter, and cattle, prin- 
oipally milch cows, are presented in market 
in large numbers at greatly reduced price.

The Invasion of France in 1814 
and 1815--Paris after Waterloo. 


The fortune of war has hitherto been 
entirely in favor ot the cause of United 
Germany, and theoverwhelming hosts of 
the triple Prussian army already occupy 
the nominally French provinces of Alsace 
and Lorraine. By the time that our paper 
goes to press—sorapid is the march of 
events—Champagne may bein the power 
of the invaders, and Paris itself invested, 


Atthis tremendous crisis in the history 
of Europe it will interest our readers if we 
recall a few incidents of the invasion of 
France by the allied armies in 1814 and 
1815. We speak not only on the authority 
of historical records but from personal 
experience and private sources of infor- 
mation. 

The tactica of Napoleon I, when fighting 
a defensive warn the early part of the year 
1814 are acknowledged by military critics 
to have been masterly. The battle of Mon- 
tereau alone was not the least brilliant 
achievement of this prince of generals, The 
province of Champagne, then as now, was 
the field ot contest, but itis gratifying to 
be assured that the conquerors in the pres— 
ent campaign are not likely to follow the 
bad precedent of the former period. The 
very word Ohampagne, to all peoples with 
a taste for wine, is a strong gastronomical 
provocate, TheRossians are notoriously 
partial to the yintuges of Moetand Clic 
quot, and likely the largest consumers of 
champagne, England not excepted. The 
Cossacks of thé Don, forming part of the 
large allied army which crossed the front- 
jers of France and compelled the first ab- 
dication of the Emperor, had heard of, it 
they had not tasted, the effervescent nectar 
A large proprietor of the provinces pos- 
sessed an immense store of wine concealed 
in a subterranean ares, as extensive as a 
warren. The adits of this enormous cellar 
were imperceptible to the uninitiated, and 
the liquor might have ¢scaped but for the 
treachery of an employee, who, from spite, 
betrayed thesecret. The Cossacks entered 
and drank, as may be supposed, “like fsh~ 
ex.’ A large number, intoxicated, fell 
asleep in the vault, and were suffocated. 
Others fuiled to find their way out, and 
perished miserably. The damage was irre - 
parable. Many bottles of champagne were 
drank, but thousands more were broken, 
In the summer of 1815 it was our fortune, 
as private travellers, to follow the Prussian 
army to Parisirom the field of Waterloo. 
The exasperation of the invaders knew no 
bounds, ‘The inhabitants, and especially 
innkeepers on the route,through Valencfen- 
nes and Cambray, were completely cowed. 
Everywhere the Imperial eagles were torn 
down and the fleur de-lis hoisted, The 
tri-coloured fag gave place at once to the 
‘drapeau blanc.’ One general officer of the 
Prussian pursuing force, enraged nt the 
remembrance of Napoleon’s treatment of 
his Queen and country 1n 1806 and there- 
after, insisted that the party should have 
free quarters at all the hotels. He refused

Fenians Pardoned. 


The pressure of the Irish party has been 
too great on President Grant, and to bis 
disgrace and to the disgrace of the Ameri- 
can Government, he has yielded and granted 
an unconditional pardon to the Fenian 
prisoners.

Notes by the Way,

Cur0aao, Sept, 27, 1870. 

After a sojourn of a couple of days in 
| this city, I have

tion, The first idea which is impressed 
upon 4 stranger, or at all events which im- 
pressed me in passing through the princi- 
pal business streets, is that Chicago ia not 
only a new city, but is the centre of im- 
mense wealth, You see it is comparatively 
new, for nearly all the principal buildings 
are of recent construction, You see that 
there is almost unlimited wealth in, the 
magnificent structures which meet your 
eye at every step, inthe ornamentations of 
public buildings, in laying out and beauti - 
tying parks,in the erection of costly 
cburches and school buildings, in the mag 
nificent residences which line the avenues 
for miles, in the extent of its public works 
now in'progréss, completed and projected, 
and in the utter prodigality which is dis- 
played everywhere, Everything is done 
on a magnificent scale, and in order to do 
iton this scale the * sinews of war’ are 
required: "THe Supply seems to be equal 
to the demand, and there is scarcely a 
project for the advancement of the city, 
wild or chimerical as it may appear to the 
nninitated, but what is seized upon at 
once, and pushed to completion with re- 
markablo rapidity. It is only afew years 
since that the present system of supplying 
the city with water was projected. The 
place was growing so rapidly it was 
foutid absolutely imperative to. have a 
larger supply of water, Pure water must 
be had at any cost. Thescheme to tunnel 
underneath the lake for a distance of. two 
miles was proposed, and laughed at by 
many, but the echeme went ahead never- 
theless, A coffer dam was sunk two 
miles anda halfout in’the lake, and a 
crib was constructed ; gangs of men were 
set to work on shore and in the lake, and 
it was not long before these gangs of 
men metabout half way down in the 
bowels of the deep, a hundred feet or more 
beneath the surface of the water, and the 
tunnel was finished. So accurate was the 
calculation of the engincers, thatwhen the 
two forces met there was only a variation 
of four inches where the two arches of the 
tunnel met, It was a mammoth undertaking 
but pure water was necessary to the life 
of the city,and necessity knows no law, Mr, 
Hayden, with hischaracteristic courtesytook 
mg out to the crib ona tug, thus giving me 
40 opportunity of seeing the works,baving a 
fine view of the city, its shipping, and 
extensive commerce along the river. 

Speaking of tho River, at one time—and 
that not long since—I am informed the in- 
habitants were obliged to drink its waters. 
How they drank and lived, is as much a mys- 
tery as how people can drink Chicago whiskey 
and live. The water is black with dirt,filthy 
with garbage and sewerage matter, and as it 
has but little current, is a nuisance which the 
people of Chicago would like to get rid of, 
but which cannot well be dispensed with, as 
itis one of the principal arteries of its life. 
To retain it as the great shipping artery, and 
atthe same time prevent its beinga con~ 
finual source of disease and death, an idea 
was proposed and at once acted upon. Begin- 
ning at a polnt—Bridgeport--a canal was cut 
a distance of 28 miles,part of the way through 
solid marble, seven and a half feet at the 
point of beginning, below the level of Lake 
Michigan, with @ fall of one-tenth of a foot to 
the mile till the Iilinols River is met ; thence 
there js sufficient fall to carry all water enter- 
ing south to the Mi ppl River. Nearly 
eight millions of dollars have already been 
expended on this gigantic undertaking ; the 
beat known machinery for sub-marine appa- 
ratas ethployed, and day and night for the 
past five years the work has beep pushed. 
Next spring it 1s expected the work will be 
completed and the blue waters of Lake Michi- 
gan will flow through Chicago River, sweep- 
ing away the accumulated filth until it is 
finally emptied into the Gulf of Mexico, Its 
valuc jp a sanitary point of ylew to Chicagon- 
Jans can hardly be over-eatimated, and yia 
Tiinois River {+ will be a grand water 
thoroughfare, It is on this work that Messrs, 


J.T. Hayden & Co, have hada contract for 
the last two years, just completed, and which 
it need scarcely be sald, they have performed 
to the entire satisfaction of the Board of 
Works, The stone or marble taken from this 
canal cutting is animportant item in the 
commerce of Chicago. Canal boats are con- 
tnually passing up the River laden with this 
valuable building material, Nearly all tho 
more costly buildings, warehouses, 48 well as 
private residences, are constructed of this 
stone; itis used almost entirely in paving 
the aldewalks, and immense quantities are 
utilized for building the extensive breakwater 
which Is belong constructed in the harbor.

.What a Small Cheese Factory 
costs and how to build It. 
4— 


We have frequent inquiries as to cheese- 
factories in aeighborhoods where there are 
but comparatively few cows. The follow- 
ing, which wefindin the New England 
Farmer, from the pen of a gentleman which 
the Utica Herald endorses, we deem & 
reliable answer to our correspondents, 

“Mr. Editor: According to your request 
L will briefly answer Mr. H. M. Fales, in 
regard to the probable cost of a small 
cheese factory. The tendency now is to 
small factories, They are built less expen- 
sively than formerly, and mostly by stock 
companies—the patrons that furnish the 
milk taking most of the stock. “For 100 
cows, 4 building 60 by 26 feet, with 16 feet 
posts, making it two stories, would be re- 
quired. Take 24 feet from the lower story 
for a ‘make room,’ leaving the remainder 
and the upper story for ‘curing rooms, 
‘The upper story should be partitioned the 
same as the lower. The 24 feet room over 
the make room should be plastered and 
furnished with stoves suitable for curing 
early and late cheese. The cost depends 
upon the price of lamber and labor, which 
differin localities. A rough substantial 
building, which will auswerin every re- 
spect in most localities, would cost $1,000. 

If finished with paint, cte; $180. It 
could be furnished with vat, tink, presses, 
hoops, scales, etc., for $300, making in all 
$1,800 tor rough building, and $1,600 for 
the finished one. 

“For 200 cows the same sized building 
would answer. For vat and fixtures, $500 
making in all $1,500 for rough, and $1,800 
for finished building, ‘This is the size of 
many that were bailt in this State this 
season, . 

“Stock companies are formed. by those 
interested taking one or more shares, which 
may be $50 or $100 each. A committee is 
chosen by the shareholders, who superin- 
tend the building of the factory, hiring the 
help, ete: 2 it ecax 

“A dairy of 100 cows can be managed 
by a man of experience, without additional 
help, who could be hired at from $2 to $3 
per day and board, For two hundred 
cows be would want an additional hand, 
which might be a woman and ipexperien- 
ced, 

“The question is often asked : How many 
cows must a factory number to pay? For 
an individual to build a factory to work 
up milk for others, at $2 per hundred, which 
is the commun price of making and furn- 


market, he would want800 cows or more 
to make it a paying business, As with an 
individual, #o with astock company, to 
make the stock pay good dividends. Bat 
by the plan given, the farmers build the 
factory themselves for the purpose of Wwork- 
ing up their own milk, which is a great 
saying tothem over theold way, both in 
expénse and quality of cheese, If the price 
named above will not pay as good interest 
ay is just to the stockbolders, the price of 
making should be advanced. As tho pa 
trons are the owners of the factory, they 
can always fixe price that willdo justice 
to all parties,

DEATH OF GOUL 
FURTHER PARTIOTLARS. 


LOYAL ADDRESSES TO THE LIEUT. 
GOVERNOR, 


From the Globe's ‘Speciat Correspondent,

Saturday, Sept, 17th. § 
Tho death of Elezer Goulet, which was 
mentioned in my last letter, has caused 
much excitement in the French portion of 
the settlement, There were one or two 
circumstances connected with the matter 
that tend to make the accident more seri 
ous than at firat appeared, It seems that 


Goulet was one of the men intimately con- 
neoted with Scott’s death, though there is 
a discrepancy in the evidence as to the ex- 
act relation he bore towards it. He was, 
however, one of Reil’s most active servants, 
and was therefore hated proportionably by 
the Canadians in the town. Since the ar- 
riyal of the troops he had remained among 
the French on the other side of the river, 
but came oyer on special business during 
the week. Mr, Cunningham, the special 
correspondent of a Toronto paper, not 
aware of Goulet’s complicity in the mur- 
der of Scott, had engaged him as chariot- 
ver for a trip he was about to take,and told 
him that he could cross the river without 
danger of molestation in the town, Gou- 
let came over, and while at the door of a 
house was recognized by a relative of one 
of the winter prisoners, and pointed out 
as the man who had bandaged Scott's eyes, 
From words that passed, Goulet became 
alarmed for his personal safety, and ran. 
He was immediately followed,and amougst 
his pursuers were two men belonging or 
attached to the Ontario Battalion,

they may be, will confirm them in their 
opinion, and the result may be reprisals, 
and is certain to be an additional barrier 
to the peaceful settlement of the present 
excitement, 


Asa matter of fact, the Orange Nemesis 
is out of the question, because the soldiers 
—who are ex-Canadian riflemen—are both 
Roman Catholics, but this fact will be for~ 
gotten when the story 1s told throughout 
the country, This event is looked upon 
as a great misfortune by nearly all classes 
of the people. It has terrifled the French, 
who say that they are to be hunted like 
wolves and shot by the soldiers; it bas 
roused the anger of the loyal French, and 
every English resident in the place—by 
which I mean the old English residents— 
whom I have heard speak about the matter 
condemns it without reservation. They 
ay that the French afte arming, mustering 
and drilling at St. Joseph, and that lawless 
violonce here will unite both sections of 
them, drive those who were in any way 
connected with Riell into desperation, and

“It is the desire of the Chamber to call 
lo attention of all flock masters to the fact 
iat wool, to be fit for combining purposes 
nd to obtain the higher prices which euch 
wool commands, most possess qualities 
which in most instances can be imparted to 
it by close attention to the suggestions con- 
tained in the annexed report.

Before, however, going into details, it 
may be useful todraw attention toa few 
general obseryations on the qualities of the 
staple, which all owners of sheep ought to 
aim at, so far as tho nature of climate, soil 
and circumstances may permit, 


The wool in most request, and always 
bringing the highest price, has a staple from 
4 to 10 inches long, according to its fineness; 
it ought to be, as far as possible, uniform in 
quality throughout its whole length, bright 
and lustrous 11 appearance, or soft and king 
to the touch ; of good spinning qualities,and 
must be tree trom burrs or other vegetable 
fibre. 

Where possible, the breed of sheep should 
be improved by the introduction of carefally 
selected English rams, 

It is «nost desirable to obtain the whole 
natural length of the stable, by only clip. 
ping the lambs orsheep once during the 
whole season's growth. 

When the sheep cannot be pastured all 
the year round upon succuleut grasses, a 
constant supply of artificial food will pre- 
vent the staple becoming tender, 

The two last mentioned points are of the 
greatest importance for insufficient food 
during one season, and frequent clipping, 
more than anything else, deteriorates the 
quality and depreoiates the value of otherwise 
good and useful wool. 

The sheep should be well washed before 
they are clipped and the fleece properly 
docked or cleaned, 

It 1s also desirable that a proper classifi- 
cation of wool should be made in packing, 
aod that packing itselt be thoroughly 
trustworthy and honest.” 


How a good Farmer makes 
Money. 


They take good papers and read them. 

They keep wccount of farm operations, 

They do not leave their farm implements 
scattered over the farm, exposed to snow, 
rain and heat. 

They repair their tools and buildings at

They practice economy by giving their 
stock good shelter during tho winter, also 
good food, taking all that is unsound, half 
rotten, or mouldy out, 

They do not refuse to make correct ex 
periments in a small way of many new 
things. 

They do not keep tribes of cats, or anarl- 
ing dogs around their premises who eat 
more in a munth than they are worth ina 
whole lifetime. 

Lastly, they read the advertisements, 
know what is going on, and frequeutly 
save money by it.

masa of the new armies of France 18 con- 
centrated to defend the heart of France. 
The professional element is very small in 
the garrison of Paris, for up till Sept. 10th 
it only included two regiments of the line, 
the 85th and 55th, the former recently ar— 
rived from Civita Veochia, the latter for- 
merly attached to the corps of General 
Frossard was sent to the capital before 
that commander was shut up in Motz, 
After the surrender of Sedan, Gen, Vinroy 
—Sir Colin Campbell's old comrade at 
Balaclaya—entered Paris with six regi- 
ments which bad been sent as a reinforce- 
ment to Marshal McMalion. All the other 
troops of the line recently concentrated in 
the capital are among those lost at Sedan, 
and the same fate befell the Marine Divi- 
sion, and eight new regiments composed 
of old soldiers and Garde Mobile. Besides 
these eight regiments, forty-five others 
composed of similar elements have been 
organized within a month. Of these regi- 
ments, twelve are of fullstrength, and they 
are largely mace up of anciens militaires ; 
the remaining 83 have not their full com- 
plements and are almost entirely composed 
if young men of the Garde Mobile. There 
is yet one regiment of Foot Gendarmes, 


depot battalions of the Imperial Guard, of 
the Zouaves and of the Turcos  rein~ 
foreed by volunteers will yielc six or even 
good regiments, The garrison of Paris is 
very week in artillery soldiers, and the 
corps of Marine Artillery is invaluable in 
his emergency.

Hovse Puants.—As there are very many 
families and individuals who delight ip 
tending house plants, we give the follow 
ing few words of advice which we clip from 
an exchange: ‘House plants ought to bx 
atimulated generally once or twice a week 
Rain-water, so refreshing to summer 
flowers, always contains ammonia, which 
also abounds in all liquid manures. If you 
take an ounce of pulverized carbonate of 
Ammonia, dissolve in one gallon of water, 
it will make spring water eyen more stimu 
Iating thao rain-water. If you water your 
Plants once in two weeks with guano water 
(one table spooniul to # pail of water) they 
will grow more thrifty. Chicken manure 
dissolved in water is excellent, Always 
keep the soil in your flower pot loose.

Dominion Board of Trade, 


The Convention held at Montreal on the 
5th October for the purposs of establishing 
& Dominion Board of Trade, was attended! 
by delegates from Ottawa, Kingston, Lon- 
don, Belleville, Hamilton, Quebec, and 
the Board of Trads and Corn Exchange ol 
Montreal. The Boards of Trade of the 
Manitiime Provinces were unrapresented, 

+ Dutare fayeribly disposed towards the pro 
poss), Tho Hon. John Young, chairman ot 
he meeting, referred to the manner in which 
the tnewting had been brought about, and 
urged the importance of a great Parliament 
of commercial men forthe free discussion 
of vita! questions of trade and commerce 
Mr. Motiiyern, of Hamilton, was chosen 
President of the meeting. The advisability 
of forming a Dominion Board ot Trade was 
met with a warm approval, and after some 
discossion a committee was appointed to 
propore ® constitution and by-laws. This 
wus done, und the report of the committee 
wos adopted, with some amendments, at 
the evening session.

Paris for long time. 


Oan Paris successfully resist a powertul 


besieging forcet In order to answer this 
question we must consider that Paris is not 


jefended by s regular fortification but by 

a series of detached forts, forming a tortifled 

Held of battle. Usually the redoubts of a 

segular fortification are so placed that they 

materially cover each other by their fire,but 

thisis not the case on every side of Paris. 

To the north, east, and south, the forts 

(seventeen in number) aire Placed quite close 

to each other, but on the west there is an 

extent of twelve miles, which is only de- 

fended by the fortress of Mont Vulerien; 
there the engineers trusted to the strange 
corthward bend of the Seine, but in spite 
{the numerous French gunboats the Ger- 
mans have crossed the Suine between For- 
tress Mont Valerion and Fort d'issy, and 
ave established themselves at Billancourt, 
yn the Paris side, The Generals who plan 

ued the fortifications of Paris never concviy 

ed the possibility of the wealthy capital of 
their mighty Empire undergoing a regular 
tlege. They thought that under apy cir- 
cumstances ® powerful army would keep 
he fieldand engage the enemy on the 
fortifled battle fleld round Paris where. 

aided by the numerous forts, they might 
well feel sure of victory. Inside the chains 
of torts is w circumyallation of bastions und 
wall which entiroly encircles the city, This 
is mounted with guns, many of them rifled 
ordnance of great size, and is constantly 
xuarded by seventy thousand men, Inside 
the city one hundred thousand men are 
constantly under arms, so ag to be ready to 
aurry to any threatened point, The Ger= 
mans then will establish their batterics and 
proceed to breach the ramparts and to sholl 
the city, When a practicable breach is 
formed they will endeavor to carry the 
place by storm. The resistence will be moat 
desperate, for many of the women have 
armed themselves with revolvers, and even 
with rifles, and the storming of Paris will 
be a scene of horror and carnage such as

Lonpon, Oct, 7.—M. Potrlo, formerly Prefect 
of Police at Paris, to-day publishes In the name

of brick-work lined with water-lime, from 
which it would be forced up to the reservoir 
by steam power,and thence distributed by 
pipes toall the lower parts of the town for 
domestic use, and at thesame time be con- 
stantly available in case of fire, 

Fourth. To lay out the remainder of the 
land ina public park or pleasure ground ; 
retaining the house on Mr, Wills’ property 
asa dwelling for the park-keeper, and other 
purposes, to which it might be applicable. 

On the back. part of the lot, extending 
from the reservoirs to Great St. James Street, 
might be constructed at a very small costa 
sleighing rink,to whichin winter the boys 
of the town might resort for the enjoyment 
of a ride down hill, without imperilling the 
lives and limbs of their fellow townamen, or 
the fear of being interfered with by the 
police, 


For the purchase of the property the sum 
of $22,000 or thereabouts would be required, 
and for carrying out the remaining part of 
the project it would take say $53,000, making 
a total of 75,000 ; which spread over 25 years 
would require an annual sinking fund of $3,- 
000 to repay the principal, while it is every 
way probable that a sufficient amount would 
be realized from water-rents, and from the

ings which the members of the Conlerence 
had airived at, witha view 10 submitung 
their conclusions in « definite form to their 
Tespective constituents, 


The following isthe basisof Union as 


reported by the Commitiee ; 


Ist. That the Holy Seriptures of the Old 


and New Testaments being the infallible 
word of God arethe supreme standard of 
faith and manners, 


2ad. That the Westminister contession of 


faith, suall be the subordinate standard of 
‘his church, it being understood Ist, Tha, 
full liberty of opinion in regard to the power 
and duty of the civil magistrate in matters of 


religion, as set forth in sail confession, be 
allowed; and 2nd,° That the use of the 


shorter catechism be enjuined as an authori- 


tative exposition of doctrine for the instrac— 
tion of the people. 

3rd. That the Church shall maintain 
fraternal relations. .with Preshyterian 
Churenes holding the same doctrine, und 
government and discipline ; and that mine- 
isters: and probationers shall be received 
into the Church subject to such regulations 
the church may from time to time 
adopt.

Mr, Vandusen contended that the Council 
had no power to expend money on work 
outside the Corporation, There were works 
inside the town limits which were more 
needed than this, The Township of Sidney 
would no doubt build it, If not, let them 
travel on the sod. 

Mr, Kelso thought it would bea reflection 
on the liberality of the town If this side- 
walk were not built. 

Mr. Holden agreed with Mr, Vandusen as 
to the illegality of building the walk, and 
would like the Street Committee to consider 
it, There were places {nslde the Corpora- 
tlon where the money could be better ex- 
pended, Besides, there was but a little over 
$1,000 remaining on the appropriation for 


atreets and sidewalks, How much would | 


the proposed work cost ? 
Mr, Smith—About $400. 


Mr. Holden thought it was outof the 
question, still he was willing that the Street 
Committee should consider the matter. 

Mr, Kelso considered the benefitto the 
town would be much greater than the 
amount expended, It would greatly en- 
hance the value of property In Coleman 
Ward, the member for which he was sur- 
prised to see opposing It 

Mr. Vadusen was not opposed to the side- 
walk belng built, butthere were improve- 
ments In town more needed than that. 

The Mayor considered it reasonable that 
the sidewalk should be built, though it wav 
the duty of the County or of the Township of 
Sidney, He would favor the bullding of the 
walk ifthe Committee could raise fnnds.— 
he thought it would be judicious to give the 
Committee power to ascertain the cost, and 
have the walk built.

The department of Domestic Manufac- 
tures was well represented, There were 
some very fine specimens of full cloth, 
dreased and undressed, flanneland home 
made carpets, and shawls of fine texture, 
the handiwork of the fair dames and 
daughters of Rawdon. There was also 
some superior workin the more delicate 
articles,such as pencil and crayon drawing, 
embrodiary, &c,, Which adorn the parlors 
and drawing rooms ot the more opulent, 


The harness and leather department was 
well represented, the manufactures in 
which were highly commended. 


Of Dairy Produce there was a good re- 
presentation, both in cheese and butter, and 
from the time taken to judge theso articles

‘Tit for Tat---Unclo Sam in a Fix, 


A few days since the United States Goy 
erinent, desirous of 
companies of Infantry from the upper part 
of Lake Erie to Sackets Harbor, took it for 
granted that they could use our canals for 
such purpose,totally oblivious of the incon 
venience to which our troops were put by 
their courtesy in the matter of the Red 
River Expedition, made out the requisitions 
to have them the 
Western Transport Line ot Propellers. But 
tho best laid schemes of men and mice aft 
gang aglee, When the aforesaid troops got 
as far as the Welland Canal they were stop: 
ped, not having any permit from the Oana 
dian Goveroment, They accordingly had 
to return to Buffalo, and trom thence 
were forwarded by rail to Charlotte, the 
port of Rochester. Now they thought all 
was right and that they would quietly go 
to Sackets Harbor by steamboat, Hore

How Many Wives Fade. 


How many pale, lifeless women you see 
in the West, and in the East too for that 
matter. Young, fresh-looking women 
marry, aod in five or ten years you can 
scarcely recognize them, while their 
husbands look ag wellas onthe day of 
their wedding, 

One cause of this is complicated house 
keeping. When a man undertakes 
business, ke finds Tearned men ready to 
assist him, he knows what there isto do 
and secures help accordingly. A young 
woman goes to housekeeping very often 
without any help at all,or perhaps with 
one hired girl. 


There are three meals to get every day’ 
—tbat means cooking: and then come the 
dishes to be washed after every meal. It 
would take usbout forty-five pieces for 
breakfast and supper, and seventy for 
dinner for a family of five—one hundred 
and sixty-five pieces to be carried from 
the dining room to the kitchen every day 
washed and carried back. If you have 
8)x rooms in your house, there is one to.be 
thoroughly cleaned und swept daily, 
besides brushing up the others, making 
beds, bringing in wood and carrying up 
water, 

Twice a week there is bread-baking, 
twice a week yeast making, one day wash- 
ing, obe day ironing, all your pantries 
and sufes to be washed out once a week, 
| dairy work to be attended to, besides in- 

numerable jobs in the way of preserving, 
jelly-making, pickling, curing hams, put- 
ting down pig's feet, looking over and 
nipping off your apples twice a year, thea 
sewing dresses, aprons, shirts, drawers, 
gowns, &c., by the dozen, 

Then supposibgthe housekeeper has a 
baby —sn average six, months old baby 
that weighs about eighteen pounds, Sup- 
pose that she bas this childin her arms 
thirty times a day (a cross infant is taken 
up more frequently), and often sheis oblig- 
ed to work with the right arm whilst carry- 
ing the burden of a baby about in the 
lett. 

Who is it that says there is anything in 
gymnastics equal in endurance toa mother’s 
arm? Even when the day’s labor is accom- 
plished and she goes to bed, she still holds 
her baby sad does not sleep soundly for 
fear of rolling on it or its getting uncover- 
ed; she must attend to its wants several 
times in the night and must be in a con- 
strained position for fear of disturbing it. 
T have heard women say they would give 
almost anything for a night of undisturbed 
sleep, ‘with no care on the mind.’ Then 
in the morning up and atit again, Don’t 
you see why women get pale, and why 
sometimes a little cross, and how thelr 
husbands wonder why their wives don't 
look pretty and dress well and entertain 
thom ns they did before they were married ? 

Th wives don’t renson on the matter; 
they think it all the men’s fault, and then 
they turn cross and so things go at sixes 
and sevens, and this is the place where 
women’s rights should be taken hold of. 
I don't think voting would help that much; 
women’s labor should be made a study, In 
the first place men must realizo that it is a 
great labor to keep house, 

A great many women sink down under 
the weight; then everybody says : 
‘Poor thing, she was always a weakly 
good:for nothing creature,’ and the * poor 
thing has been doing more for the past ten 
years than two women ought,’

beard of your early removal from our 
midst; and we caunot allow you to depart 
without expressing the high estimation in 
which you are held by our societies, not 
only for your philanthropic endeavors in 
the cause of afflicted humanity, but, also, 
or the deep interest you have ever taken 
in alleviating the distressed circumstances 
of immigrants arriving 1n this country from 
our fatherland, 

We recognize in you one whose name 
stands in the higher list of those who have 
accomplished much for the elevation of our 
race, Wecontemplate with pleasure the 
time when, by the progress of society, the 
elevating developments of science, the 
happy effects of our common Christianity, 
but especially by the universal diffusion of 
correct information regarding the causes 
tending to these unhappy physical sequen~ 
ces, many of the evils which now afilict 
our humanity will be removed. To more 
200 of these unfortunate ones, you 
and your co-laborera have been eyes to the 
blind, ears to the deaf, and tongues to the 
dumb. For many years your labors have 
been incessant and severe; bat we have the 
greatsatisfaction of knowing that they have 
not been altogether unappreciated, 

We close in the words of Dr. Workman 
addressed to you some three years ago: 
“And yet, my dear sir, I fear that your ef- 
forts in behalf of humanity—like my own-- 
will not receive that serious and extensive 
attention to which they are entitled; but 
never mind you have abetter reward in 
view. Pioneers are often not merely uore- 
warded labourers, but unpitied martyrs, 
You are doing a good and greatwork. The 
Recording Angel at Heaven’s Chancery 
will not obliterate the registry of your 
deeds. Goon und prosper,”

He acknowledged 
that his success in bringing so large a num- 
ber of unfortunates out of the bondage of 
their affliction, and making good and self- 
sustaining members of society, was in a 
large measure, due to the faithfulness of his 
co-laborers, the late J.J. G. Tyrrell; and 
Mr. Waston—the former of whom is gone, 
not lost, the latter lately recovered from a 
dangerous illness—both ornaments to the 
profesdlon, and very popular in the city. 
When, said he,wo reflect that thereare in this 
Province 1,200 insane, 1,000 deaf mutes,

After all, what signifies the misunder- 
standing between M. Bismarck and Jules 
Favre, a8 to whether the conditions of the 
armistice demanded, along with the sur- 
render of Strasbourg and Toul, included 
that of Verdun or Mont Valerien? The 
major question dominated all the others, 
that Prussia would claim Alsace aud Lor- 
raine. Verdun {s a cornucopia of war 
materiel, and Bismarck, if put in possession 
of the fortress, would gain something more 
than free route between Paris and the 
Rbine. The account of the interview be 
tween Jules Favre and Bismerck,as cfilcial- 
ly related by the former,lins an air of simple 
truth about it—the world kuoWs him to 
be an honest man, and sincerely desirous of 
putting an end tothe war. To surrender 
Mont Valerien—the key of Paris—an im- 
pregnable fortress, would be tantamount to 
demanding the delivering up of the capital 
iwelf, The nation, weighed down as it is 
with adversity, Was not prepared for this 
dishonor—it has still a few arrows in its 
quiver—some resources yet untried. The 
conviction of Jules Favre wos sound—that 
Prussia desired not only tohold the Eastern 
Provinces, but to disable France for years 
tocome. Bismarck has never yet officially 
pledged his country to retain Alsace and 
Lorraine—in his private capacity he has 
plainly stated the intention—in organizing

The paramount question for * benevolent 
neutrals” is what arrangement will best 
secure, if pot a permanent—for such is vis- 
ionary in this enlightened age—at least a 
long peace. Blame France as may be for 
her rashness and ambition, she has many 
claims to public opinion to arrest the hand 
of the conqueror, ‘ 


“* Be to her virtues very kind, 
Be to her faults alittle blind.” 


Nations, like best men, may be moulded 
out of faults, Her chastisement bas des- 
troyed many of her illosions —her humilia- 
tion ought in all conscience atone for 
vanity. Moreover, King William at the 
commencement of the war, avowed to have 
an affair, only with Napoleon and bis army. 
He hasfinished up with both, and King 
Willisti isa honorable mao. It was the 
success—as unparalleled as unezpected—ot 
his arms, that suggested the after thought 
to Germany, to keep Alsace and Lorraine. 
Will persistence in this earth — bunger ap- 
petite, make France permanently tranquil, 
or Germany permanently secure or Europe 
assured ? Not a bit of it.

By two centuries of possession, France 
claims Alsace and Lorraine—Prussia dis- 
putes the title-deeds, apart from the right 
of momentary conquest, If all territorial 
conquest, similurly venerable through age, 
are to be called in question, the maps of the 
world must be seriously recast.

‘The extramely mild weather which has 
prevailed for the past two or threo wees, 
has at length been rudely banished 
by the sweep of Old Boreas’ chilly breath. 
Last night a heavy gale, accompanied by

Trimming Hedges. 


A tiandsome, carefully trimmed arborvi- 
tw hedge is, inour opinion, the beat and 
most ornamental of any that wein the 
North can grow, The shrab ia hardy, and 
the foliage close act; the objections urged 
against buckthorng, lilac, osage orange, 
and others, namely, & teudency to die out 
in patches,presenting a ragged, unattractive 
appearance, cannot be advanced ngainst 
arborvite, if it is cared for, We kaow of 
bedges sot over twenty years ago, which 
are now perfect in every square foot of 
extent, and their foliage is moat. 
To trimming the arborvite, we 
4] ndopt height of six feet, and stretching 
) | lines at this height, cut the hedge down 

to the lines, Tostead of shears wo use & 
yery sbarp grass book, and the work per 
formed is moat satisfactory. The top of the 
hedge trimmed, we stretch the lines along 
the aide of the hedge n foot lower than the 
crown, and trim to these, the top sloping 
from tho outside to the middle; we then 
trim the reat of the hedge nearly or quite to 
porpendicular lines.

DkAR Sux,—[ noticed in your issue of a few 
woeks ago, a letter alluding to the unfortu- 
nate condition of a poorGerman nomedFrancis 
Husick, who was seen by your correspondent 
living in a small brush shanty in « piece of 
woods in the Township of Sidaey. Allow me 
to give youu brief statement of the history 
of this poorman, Hecame to Belleville and 
worked a# & stone mason ; Was honest, sober, 
and most industrious, and described by his 
follow workmen (among others Mr, Gleak- 
land,) 48 @ capital mechanic. He met with 
an accident ubout seven years ago, which 
caused a severe rupture, Bo that it focapaci- 
tated him from work, He struggled mantul- 
ly, but the tron hand of disease crippled him 
#0 a8 to entirely prevent him from working at 
any employment. He and his wife were 
friendless and alone in this country, (the 
language of the part of @ermany trom which 
they camo {s unfamiliar to almost all Germans 
from other parts of Vaterland), and the poor 
man got permission to erect a small shanty 
upon the farm of Mr. Caleb Gilbert, ln Sid- 
ney, With great labor he and his wife erect- 
oda little ehanty and planted from the seed 
a large number of apple trees by picking 
berries and beech and hickory nuts, they 
managed toeke out their livelihood ; their 
fruit trees began to yleld, and it would have 
touched your heart, sir, had you seen the de- 
light and joy that shone in the face of the 
poor man when in his broken language he 
trled to tell how well his trees were ylelding 
and how comfortable he expected to be, but 
alas! he did not understand our lawa; he 
supposed no one could turn him out of his 
neat little cabin aud take bis trees, the result 
of so much toll and labor, The land changed 
hands, and the owner, as he hada rightto 
do, took proceedings and ejected him from 
the land, I have seen a written valuation of 
his trees by respectable farmers, valuing them 
at $160 or $200, and yet he was obliged to 
leave them. His heart stiJl clung to the spot 
endeared to him by the recollections of bis 
struggles and painful labor, and he and his 
wife took refuge under some brush aud boards 
near his former abode, where they now are 
A fow days ago he was very ll, and while he 
was {ll the rain came and deluged them, 
Without any shelter from the inclement 
blasts, with the blighting frosty winds, and 
the cold snows that will soon descend, what 


must be their fate? LI appeal to the repre 
sentatives in tue Gounty Council of the Town- 


ship of Sidney, and to the charity of the 
wealthy farmers of that Township. Recollect 
that it is a poorcripple, an alien, a stranger, 
that asks your aid; not a man crippled by 
excesses and dissipation, but by accident. If 
a comfortable home could be provided, and 
some light indoor employment, I am very 
sure they would well repay any kindness 
shown them, Apologizing for the length of 
this letter, but knowing you aro ever ready 
to give the useof your valuable paper for 


every laudable object.

Get Leather Bits. 


One of the cruellest things done to dumb 
beasts is putting hard frozen iron bits Into a 
horse's mvath.. Itis notonlya painful, but 
a dangerous act, For evory time living flesh 
touches a motal much below freezing point, 
the latter extracts the heat from the former, 
and freezes it. Thus a horse's mouth becomes 
frozen by the cold iron several times 4 day 
put into lt: each time causing these freezings 
to go deeper and deeper, to end at last in 
extensive ulceration. With a sore mouth 
the poor horse refuses to cat and pines away, 
which calls the horse doctor in: They call it 
bots, glander, horse-ail, etc., and go to cram. 
ming down poisonous drugs, in doses aod 
the next you know of the poor abused 
creature, he {s trotted off to be food for fish 
or crows. Many a valuable horse has been 
“ mysteriously” lost in just that way. Think 
ing and humane people avold this by first 
Warming the bits; but this is much trouble. 
and sometimes impossible asin night work 
like staging and physlclan’s work, Now all 
this loss and trouble, are entirely avoided 
as we bave found on large trial, by getting 
the harness-maker to get leather bite 
winter uso, 80 made that no metal substance 
can-touch the fesh.

decay in shingles; Take a potash-kettle, or 
large tub, and putintoit one barrel of | pleted next year. 


wood ashes, five pounds of white vitriol, 
five pounds ofalum, and as much ealt as 
will dissolve in the mixture. Make the 
liquor quite warm, and put as many 
shingles in it as can be conveniently wet 
atonce, Stirthem up with a fork, and 
when well soaked, take them out and put 
in more, renewing the liquor as neceasary, 
Then lay the shingles in the usual manner. 
After they are laid, take the liquor that is 
left, put lime enough in it to make white- 
wash, and if any coloring is desired, add 
ochre, Spanish brown, lampblack, ete,, and 
apply tothe roof with a brush or an old 
broom. This wash may be renewed from 
time to time. Sult and lye are excellent 
Preservatives of wood. It is well known 


that leach-tubs, troughs, and other articles 
used in the manufacture of potash, neyer 
rot. They become saturated with alkali, 


turn yellowish inside, and remain imperyi-

The National Debt,

The permanent funded and unfunded debt 
amounted at the close of the last finanoial 
year to £748,276,188. Since then . about 
£67,000 has been applied out of the surplus 
towards its extinction, and £7,000,000 has 
been converted, or is about to be converted 
into a temporary annuity. Wemuy assume 
therefore, that the capital ofthe permanent 
debt amounts now to £741,200,000. But 
this is at least £70,000,000 less than it was 
in 1857, when it amounted to nearly £812,~ 
000,000—the highest point it has reached in 
the present generation, and about £120,000, 
000 less than it was 18165 at the close of the 
great war. ‘The debt, in fact, is lower now 
than it has ever been since 1813, in which 
year it rose with a rapidity which had neyer 
previously and has never since been at- 
tained, from about £706,000,000 to above 
£788,000,000. Notwithstanding, then, the 
gonclusion which we belieye most porsons 
have formed, that the debt goos on increas~ 
ing a steadiness which knows no 
change, the real fact is that the permanent 
liabilities of the nation are actually lower 
than they were two years before the great 
effort which culminated at Waterloo, and 
£70,000,000 less than atthe'close of the 
Crimean war. We do not, of course, pre~ 
tend to assert that the permanent debt alone 
is a fair criterion of the indebtedness of the 
nation. The permanent debt at this mo- 
ment is unprecedently low, but,.on the 
other hand, our temporary obligations are 
unprecedentedly high. In other words, we 
cannot absolutely claim to have paid off 
£70,000,000 of debt in thirteen yeura; we 
can only say that we gre taking ateps to 
discharge that sum. The 
our temporary anuyuitios amounted last year 
to upwarda of $58,000,000 ; it amounts now 
to about £60,000,000, while in 1857 it was 
less than £28,000,000, So far, then, from 
having reduced our liabilities in thirteen 
yeara by £70,000,000, or about $6,000,000

amount of power which is required to 
raise a weight of thirty-three thousand 
pounds one foot high in one minute, It 
must not however, be inferred ‘from this 
statement that a horse can pull with # 
force of 83,000 pounds during one minute, 
and 60 raise a weight of 88,000 pounds one 
foot high in that time. The power of a 
horse at different speeds is very variable. 
The usual convention assumption is 150 
pounds moved 20 miles a day at arate of 
24 males per hour. Thus if a horse towing 
Scaual boat at the rate of 24 miles per 
hour should produce a steady strain onthe | 
tow-line of 150 pounds, he would be doing — 
the amount of work which Watt decided 
by bis experiments to be the amount which 
an average horse can do fora period of 
eight hours per day. 

The 88,000 foot-pounds per minute is a

them, unable to move, and ignorant where 
to fly for retuge from the tottering walls 
and trembling earth, which threatened 
every instant to crush them to death, or to 
sink them into a profound and unmeasur- 
able abyss, Some threw thomselves on 
their kpces on the snow, crossing their 
breasts and calling upon their saints to re- 
lieve them from the dangers with which 
they were surrounded. Other passed the 
reat of this dreadful night in prayer ; for 
the earthquake ceased not, but continued 
‘at short intervals, with a certain undulat- 
ing impulse, resembling the waves of the 
ocean; and the same qualmiah feehngs, or 
sickness at stomach, was felt during the 
shocks, as is experienced in a vessel at sea, 
The yiolence 
greatest in the forests, where it appeared 
‘as if there was a battle raging between the 
trees; for not only their branches were 
deatroyed, but even their trunks are said 
to have been detached from their places, 
and dashed against each other with incon- 
ceiyable ylolence and confusion—so much 
s0, thatthe Indians, in their figurative 
manner of speaking, declared that all the 
forests wore drunk. The war also seemed 
to be carried on between the mountains, 
some of which were torn from their 
and thrown upon others leaving immense 
chasms in the places from whence they had 
issued, and the very trees with which they 
were covered sunk down, leaving only their 
tops above the surface of the earth; others 
were completely overturned, their branches 
buried in the earth,and the roots only 
remained above ground. During this 
general wreck of nature, the ice, upwards 
of six feet thick, was rentand thrown up jn 
large pieces, and from the openings in 
many parts, there issued thick clouds of 
smoke, or fountains of dirt and sand, which 
spouted up to a very considerable beight. 
The springs were either choked up or im- 
pregnated with sulphur--many rivers were 


totally lost ; others were diverted from their 
coursé, apa thelr waters entirely corrupted, 


Some of them became yellow, others 
became red, and the great river St. Law 
rence appeared entirely white as far down 
as Tadousac. This extraordinary phenome- 
non must astonish those who know the 
size of the river, and the immense body ot 
waterin various parts, which must have 
required such an abundance of matter to 
whiten it, that during the earthquake they

| the German grip on Paris fortnight, The 


Provisional Government bas done much in 
clearning out the Augean stable left by the 
ond Empire, and sweeping away, by a 
atroke of the pen, the sumptuary laws 
against civil and political liberty, Ite 
peculiar difficulties bave commanded sym- 
pathy and ~ support—its appeals for mon 
and moncy have met with a patriotic re 
sponse. One thing it has overlooked—but 
now only discovered ,to organize the thous: 
ands of defenders, that danger, love of 
country, and the desire of being great and 
independent, have called into existence. 
We have now the fall accounts of the in- 
terview between Bismarck aud Jules Favre 
to terminate the terrible war. Germany 
insists on the retention of the French border 
Provinces, which France decides only to 
part with by her life. The projected 
armistice belongs to history—it ceased to 
be a modus vivendi for a solution, the mo- 
ment Prussia decided to retain her rights 
of conquest, France toa man feltit was 
leas difficult to dictate a peace than to 
conquer it, bard as both are. She has 
resources yet unemployed—some chauces 
hot altogetber hopeless. True, Bismarck 
reminded M. Favre, that the absorption of 
French territory demanded no more re- 
spect tban the French showd for Italy or 
even Germany, trom the time of Louis XVI, 
the First Republic, or the First Napoleon, 
and that even had the ex-Emperor been 
victorious he would have few scruples iu 
annexing the Rhenish Provinces, Even 
granting all this, two blacks do not make 
4 white. The evils of French aggrandize- 
Ment ought not to bea model of sagacity 
for Germany." A rectification of frontiers 
cannot ensure a long peace, Russia tried 
it against Turkey and failed. The present 
danger for Germany is, that she may carry 
her victories too far—exhibit that vaulting 
gmbition which o'er leaps itself. France 
has offered to pay any pecuniary indemnity 
to obtain peace, but will not yet consent ~ 
to yield on the question of acession of ter= 
ritory, The neutral powers look on with 
tolded arms, leaying to the combatants 
when and where tostop, Prussia can af- 
ford to be clement, and put an end to the 
Btrife. Her greatness is ensured, and her 
safety does not lie in pressing her foe to 
far. y

The Grits held a grand pow-wow in the 
city of London, Vatario, a few days since.

in the “digmal swamp” except themselves, 
Mr. McKenzie led off as the leader of the 
party, and asis usual with him, made a 
clear and bold speech, telling his thrice. 
aye ninety-ninth told tale, with a few 
additions! embellishments, Some points 
were well put, while others were told in 
such a way as to mislead and deceive bis 
hearers as to actual facts. He dwelt 
vebomently upon the increased debt of the 
Dominion since Confederation ; which he 
aided in bringing about; forgetting, how- 
ever, to tell his hearere that that increase 
of debt, with a small exception, was the 
result of that Confederation, and that he 
as one of the parties in accepting Ccnfed- 
eration, pledged the Dominion to the 
construction of the Intercolonial Railway, 
following as blindly as any party hack 
his leader, who declared he would 
submit to the building of six Tnater- 
colonial Railways rather than that 
the great work of Confederation 
should not be accomplished. True, he 
now objects to the route taken, and makes 
that a subject of attack and complaint, 
notwithstanding the fact that he previously 
declared in favor of the North Shore route.

air aud Cattle Show. 


The snoual Fair and Cattle Show of 
Prince Edward County, was held on Tues~ 
day and Wednesday, the 25th and 26th 
inst, In consequence of the heavy rains of 
the first day, there were not so many en- 
tries in certain departments as at some for- 
mer shows, and the attendance was quite 
slim. But the second day turned out most 
auspicious for the fuir,and the people of 
Prince Edward, from every part of the 
county, were present in large numbers,— 
Most of our readers know that the Prince 
Edward Agricultural Society Luve a lerge 
plot of ground enclosed with a high fence, 
for the purposes of the Exhibition, This 
grou! was purchuseda few years ago, a 
handsome two-story building erected in 
the centre, a fine race course laid out, pens 
for cattle, pigs and sheep constructed, and 
other improvements made, The location 
isan excellent one, being ona pleasant 
elevation, andcommanding a fine yiew of 
the town and surrounding country, Not~ 
withstanding the heavy rain of Tuesday,the 
ground was quite dry on Wednesday, 
and no discomfort was experienced by 
pedestrians, Admission to the ground is 
by ticket, for which the aum of tem cenus 
is charged, and twenty-five cents for car- 
riages. We did not learn the number sold, 
but judging from the crowd which throng: 
ed the grounds and building during the 
entire Cay, it will be a low estimate to put 
the receipts of the Exhibition at $400. One 
could not but institute a comparison be 
tween the exhibition at Picton and that at 
Belleville, and what a contrast was present- 
ed. Belleville has three times the poplation 
ot Picton, but the exbibition at Picton was 
vastly superior to that of Belleyille. There 
was more interest manifested in ita larger 
number of exhibitors, a much larger 
number of visitors, no doubt because 
the Socioty offers greater facilities and ac- 
commodation than we possess, It would 
not require the receipts of many such ox- 
hibitions to purchase suitable ground, and 
put up suitable buildings, and we com- 
mond the subject to the earnest considera. 
tion of the Directers of the West Hastings 
Agricultural Society. 

Had the weather on the first day been 
fine, there would no doubt haye been a 
better exhibition, but as 1t was, in many of 
the departments,there were twice and three 
times the number of exhibitors that there 
were at West Hastings. Prince Edward 
prides itself in its fiae horses and equipages, 
and! certainly the admirers of horse flesh 
had much to gratify them on Wednesday, 
The show of cattle was large and good, 
better than we have ever seen at any County 
Exhibition, and the display of sheep and 
pigs was vastly superior to anything ever 
soon in this section of country. The im 
provement in the breed of stock has been 
most marked in the County of Prince Ed- 
ward, the farmers realizing the fact that it 
is far more profitable to raise a good cow 
and sheep, and pig, than it 18 a poor one, 
The display of Agricultural Implements 
was particularly fine, and although the 
contributions in this line were chiefly from 
the extensive Iron Works oft Barker & 
Shannon, the variety and excellence of their 
manutactures made this part of the Exni- 
bition an attractive point for Agriculturists, 
and those interested in labor saving ma- 
chines, Our old friend and townsman, Mr, 
Geo. Dame, who has become a fixture in 
that establishment, was descanting oloquent- 
ly upon the peculiar advantages of the dif- 
ferent machines, and with profitable reaults, 
judging from the number of sales he made, 
This firm have greatly increased their facil- 
ities for manufacturing agricultural implo- 
ments within the Inet few years, and the 
work they turn out would do no discredit 
to tho best establishments in the Dominion,

* Str,—My object in visiting your hospitable 
shores was to ascertain for myself whether 
my emigrant friends were progressing satis- 
factorily, Most glad Iam to be able to re- 
port favorably. 

Some few have undoubtedly signally failed, 
but it is through their own misconduct or by 
unforeseen circumstances ; but to the honest, 
persevering, and abovyeall, to the sober, 
Canada affordsample opportunities for ad- 


yancement. Iam informed forty thousand 
migrants Lisnvesowied mu the Dominion dur- 


ing the past two yeurs. Yesterday I met 
here a man earning $20 per week, sometimes 
five dollars per day, who previous to emigra- 
ting, was eighteen months almost out of 
work, Who will gainsay the benefit to all 
parties of such an emigration ? 


Great Britain has thousands of good charac. 
tered persons, able and willing to work, but 
cannot now obtain it. Why not induce them 
to move here, and thereby add strength to 
the Dominion, 


I am encouraged to entertain strong hopes 
that the Government will liberally respond 
to the almost universal yoice of public opini- 
on,and put forth more powerful means of 
attracting and perhaps aiding the honest, 
industrious, and sober to locate within this 
favored Dominion.

The opening of the Deafand Dumb Asylum 
by the Lieut.-Governor and Executive of Oa- 
tario, attended by a very largo representation 
of the wealth and Intelligence of the sur-
